. Applicant, on page 17 of the Response filed on 9/18/06, argues that Glider does not 
disclose the resource control block including a resource specific section containing information 
applicable to one resource type. 

As disclosed in the Final action that each resource has its own resource control block; and 
the structure of the RCB differs for each kind of the resource ( see col.4, lines 17-20). To further 
explain, fig. 7, col. 9, lines 5-17 describes that a RCB 708 comprises a location 722 for a 
Resource X ( a resource specific section), wherein the location 722 contains information 
regarding parent resource, child resource or peer resource ( information applicable to resource 
type). 

Regarding claims 15, 27 and 72, Examiner acknowledges these claims were 
unintentionally not addressed in the Final action. However, a carefully reconsideration in these 
claims indicates that: 

claims 15-17 and 28 are objected to the prior art. 

Claims 27 and 72 are rejected because its limitations are addressed in claim 1 .
